Wise Words From 
William Faulkner 


William Faulkner, for many years 
one of the world’s great novelists, twice 
now has revealed himself as one of our 
finest and most articulate speakers. 

In accepting the Nobel Prize for Lit- 
erature in 1949, Faulkner made a soul- 
stirring, eloquent and meaningful ac- 
ceptance address which continues to be 
heard. And then, on Monday, he spoke 
at the commencement exercises of Pine 

.Manor Junior College, Wellesley, Mass., 

where his daughter, Jill, is a graduate. 
His theme, in books or speech, is “Man,” 
and what the famed Mississippian said 
to his daughter's class was, in brief, as 
follows: 


“In the beginning, God created the 
earth,” Faulkner said. ‘He created 
it completely furnished for men. 
Then He created man completely 
equipped to cope with the earth, by 
means of free will and the capacity 
for decision . . . then God stopped. 

“It was not an experiment. God 
didn’t merely believe in man, He 
knew man.” 

The Creator demanded of man 
“only that we work to deserve and 
gain these things—liberty, freedom 
of the body and spirit both, security 
for the weak and helpless and peace 
and freedom for all,” Faulkner said. 

“But almost at once we began to 
show that we were not- going to do 
this,’ he added. “That apparently 
we really preferred to achieve our 
destiny in the litter of our own base- 
ness.”’ 

God uses the “ambition, the ruth- 
lessness and arrogance of Genghis 
and Ca¢sar... Hitler... Stalin and 


Bonaparte and Huey Long,” Faulkner 
said, “to show man what to revolt 
against.” 

He called on the graduates to 
“break ourselves of thinking in the 
terms foisted on us by the split-offs 
of that old dark spirit’s ambition and 
ruthlessness: the empty clanging 
terms of ‘nation’ and ‘fatherland’ or 
‘race’ or ‘color’ or ‘creed.’ . We 
need only work for what we want 
and deserve.” 


We think that’s just fine, and we 
hope the Sage of Yoknapatawpha 
County makes another talk in the 
months ahead. It is a joy to have a 
man speak who has something more to 
say than the familiar old cliches.

Eisenhower Plan Offers 


Post Office a Break 


As a part of a government reorgani- 
zation plan, President Eisenhower has 
urged that payments to air lines for 
actual services and payment in sub- 
sidies be clearly and permanently 
separated. 

The President recommends that the 
Civil Aeronautics Board pay the sub- 
sidies and be held accountable for them 
instead of charging the cost up to the 
Post Office. 

The result would be a more accu- 
rate accounting and a fairer deal for 
the Post Office department. No longer 
would the postal service have to add 
to its expenses the cost of fostering the 
growth of a healthy air line industry, 
for peace and war. : 

The Post Office would be charged 
with what the air lines are paid for the 
actual carrying of the mail. And that 
is all with which the postal service 
should be charged. 

The presidential plan has its rami- 
fications, but the objective seems a 
highlv desirable one. The change 
should be effected.

Watch out today for a man driving 
along in a 1946 car bearing a Georgia 
tag. He could be headed for a collision 
with a train. 

A study made by the Baltimore & 
Ohio Railroad of its crossing accidents 
last year shows that the above is the 
description of the ‘‘average motorist” 
involved in a grade-crossing smash-up. 
A male driving alone in a seven-year- 
old-“‘popular price’ sedan and usually 
living within 20 miles of the crossing. 
In one case out of every five he runs 
into the train instead of it into him. 

Just because you don’t answer the 
description doesn’t mean that you are 
immune. Careless disregard in cross- 
ing the tracks is likely to change the 
‘average’ into someone just like you.

Gen. Marshall’s Speech 
Recalls Another One 


On June 5, Gen. George Marshall 
made a speech in London. It was sig- 
nificant in that it was the anniversary 
of an event that changed the course of 
history. 

On June 5, 1947, the Marshall Plan 
that became the most effective weapon 
against Communist infiltration in the 
cold war was offered to the world. At 
the time we were desperately seeking 
measures to bolster the sagging econ- 
omies and weak military positions that 
were invitations for the Reds to take 
over all Europe. 

We know its effects, despite all that 
it failed to accomplish. It did open 
the wav for unprecedented economic 
recovery that today offers hope for a 
reasonably secure Western Europe that 
is moving closer and closer to eventtial 
unity in more spheres than just mili- 
tary defense. 

Taking note of Marshall's 
the London News Chronicle says: 

“Western Europe is no paradise to- 
dav, but in 1947 it was an inferno of 
poverty and desperation. From this 
dark and despondent position Europe 
was first roused by the Marshall Plan. 
Whatever else it did, the Marshall Plan 
brought hope when hope was needed 
most.”

2. Why do spokesmen for the United 
Nations and for the administration insist 
aggression has been ‘‘repelled’’ in Korea, 
when the aggressor as formally named by 
the UN—Red China—still has 700,000 troops 
stationed in the middle of Korea? 

3. Why were casualties incurred if 
victory and the unification of Korea had 
been abandoned as military objectives? 

4. Why did President Eisenhower of- 
fer the Republic of Korea a mutual-defense 
pact with the United States alone when it 
is the UN which has- presumably assumed 
the responsibility for repelling aggression 
in Korea? 

». Why were American troops—which, 
together with the South Koreans, have done 
almost 90 per cent of the fighting—pre- 
vented from using maximum force to win, 
and why was the plan of General MacAr- 
thur submitted last December to President- 
elect Eisenhower for the winning of the Ko- 
rean War disregarded? 

6. How can the United States remain a 
member of an international body known 
as ‘*‘the United Nations’’ when, in fact, one 
set of members have been supplying arms 
and munitions to help kill the troops of 
other members, mostly those of the United 
States and the Republic of Korea? 


Lots of explanations will be 
gloss over the military defeat 
UN has suffered. The plain truth might 
well have been included—that the troops 
of the United States and South Korea were 
not defeated, but were prevented from us- 
ing maximum military power to obtain vic- 
tory, and that the responsibility for the 
defeat must rest squarely on the British 
government. 

This is the first time that a military ef- 
fort of the United States, in conjunction 
with Allies, has been defeated. The enemy 
has dictated the terms of the armistice and 
will dictate the terms of peace.

Ike Is Exerting 


More Initiative 


WASHINGTON — President Fisenhower 
is beginning to get away from his earlier 
policy of not interfering with the affairs 
of Congress in its consideration of the ad- 
ministration legislative program. Here 
lately he has been taking a personal hand 
in seeing that matters are worked out in 

accordance with White 
House wishes. 

Evidence of the new 
leadership the President 
is exerting is to be 
found in several recent 
developments. For one 
thing, he is said to have 
personally intervened in 
the fight that was shap- 
ing up on his revised 
defense budget, includ- 
ing the $5,000,000,000 cut 

in Air Force funds. Two other similar in- 
cidents are recorded. Those who are in a 
position to know give the President credit 
for rescuing the departmental reorganiza- 
tion plan under which Secretary of Agri- 
culture Benson is given sweeping powers to 
revamp his agency. 

By his direct intervention, the President 
held his party members in line, with the 
result that only one Republican senator 
voted against the proposition. 


Then there was the rider which Repub- 
lican senators attached to an appropriation 
bill denying American financial support to 
the United Nations if Red China should be 
admitted to membership. General Ike held 
a hurriedly called meeting at the White 
House with Senate and House leaders. 
After hearing the President state his ob- 
jections the lawmakers agreed to scrap the 
amendment. 


At the outset of his administration Gen- 
eral Eisenhower indicated that he would 
pursue a policy of letting Congress have its 
own way about legislative affairs. He 
would submit various proposals in the way 
of a legislative program, but his attitude 
seemed to be to give Congress a free hand. 


More recently some of the President's 
advisers have emphasized to him that if he 
is to get things done in the way he wants 
them it will be necessary for him to exert 
more personal pressure on the members of 
his party in Congress. 

Evidently the President has become con- 
vinced that it will take more aggressive 
leadership to get his program approved, 
particularly the more controversial parts. 
In any event, he is showing signs of aban- 
doning his early policy of ‘‘let Congress 
alone.’ 

Most observers agree that it wil] take 
a lot of personal pressure of this kind to 
put through the tax program he has out- 
lined and the extension of the Reciprocal 
Trade Agreements Act which the White 
House has recommended. The real test of 
the President's leadership will come ‘on 
these two propositions.

Tithing Can Be 
Of Time, Too 


All of us remember reading in Genes!$ 
the story of that night when Jacob, resting 
uneasily, dreamed of a ladder which 
reached from his troubled mind to highest 
heaven and of the angels of God which de 
scended and ascended. In the mornings 
Jacob, a fugitive from his house and kin, 
exclaimed, ‘‘Surely’ the Lord is in thi 
place: and I knew it : sin a 
not’? (Genesis 28:16.) In 
the wilderness he had 
found God and so the 
stone on which he had 
lain became an altar 
and Jacob pledged: 

*‘And this stone, which 

I have set for a pillar, 

shall be God's house: 

and of all that thou 

shalt give me I will : 

surely give the tenth aa © 
unto thee.” This is the first mention in the 
Scriptures of what Christians refer to as 
the tithe. Jacob promised that he would 
return onetenth of all that God bestowed 
unto him to the Lord. 

Through the centuries Christians have 
taken his example as a pattern of steward- 
ship. One-tenth of what a man receives 
ought in turn to be given to the work of 
God's kingdom. 

Ninety per cent of what a man receives 
he retains for those necessities which are 
required by day-to-day living, but 10 per 
cent, $1 for each 10, is dedicated to others. 
The entire 10 per cent is not necessarily 
placed on the church collection plate, for 
there are many other worthy appeals to 
which the community-minded citizen will 
respond. 

All organizations and institutions which 
serve the community and in which the 
donor has no direct personal interest or 
profit ought to be supported by the tithe 
offering. This includes the Community 
Chest, the Red Cross, YMCA and Boy 
Scouts. The government makes an allow- 
ance of 20 per cent to the charity-minded 
taxpayer. 

Usually when we hear the word tithe 
we think in terms of dollars and cents. But 
tithing implies more than the giving of 
money. Many people without reluctance 
give money to a worthy endeavor as a sub- 
stitution for the donation of time and effort 
and other personal interest. Money is some- 
times the easiest and most convenient form 
of giving. But is it unreasonable to sug- 
gest that persons who are really concerned 
in the welfare of their community should 
give one-tenth of their time to volunteer 
civic and religious work? Many organi- 
zations depend entirely upon the generous 
donation of time for the realization of their 
objectives. 

Jesus condemned those who gave no 
more than a tithe of money. ‘Woe unto 
you, Pharisees! for ye tithe mint and rue 
and all manner of herbs, and pass over 
judgment and the love of God: these ought 
ye to have done, and not to leave the other 
undone’ (Luke 11:42). Do you give more 
than money, do you give yourself to the 
welfare of others? 

The investment of money is sometimes 
a poor substitute for the giving of love 
and effort.

(Dem., Ind.) tonight called on the Senate and House armed 
services committees for a thorough investigation of the rela- 
tionship between this spring’s atomic bomb tests and the un- 
usual number of recent tornadoes. 

Madden, in an interview on the Mutual Broadcasting System, 
said ‘‘the number of these death-dealing twisters this year is 
unprecedented in Weather Bureau annals.”’ 

He said 65 tornadoes were recorded in April—three times 
more than normal—more -than 70 in May, and 32 recorded 
during the first nine days of June. The figure for the first 
nine days of this month, he said, is more than the customary 
figure for the entire month. 

“The public is entitled to know if there is any connection 
between the A-bomb explosions and the tornadoes which have 
followed,’ he said. ‘Scientists admit that great quantities of 
radioactive materials are blown into the stratosphere by the 
explosions of atomic bombs in Nevada.” 

‘Thousands of tons of this radio-active material drift across 
the nation,’’ Madden said. ‘‘We know that this material pdllutes 
the air we breathe and the water we drink.”’ 

“Does it also generate abnormal atmospheric conditions?’’

All the People 


At a glance it didn’t appear to be much of a letter. And yet 
when you knew what was back of it you couldn't ask for a finer 
letter. 

The paper was blue-lined tablet paper of the kind you used 
to buy for 5 cents at any store and the pencilled words looped in 
and out through the lines in a dizzy fashion. But they made sense 
—a lot of sense. 


“Tell all the people,’’ she wrote, ‘‘Lizzie says thank you. Tell 
them Lizzie Moore can now see to get around. Also she is doing 
her own patching, thredding needels, if you pleas.”’ 

“All the people’ might not be interested in Lizzie’s patching 
and needle-threading but to a great many people throughout 
Georgia Lizzie’s new-found ability to do for herself will be a 
matter of great pride and Satisfaction. 


Lizzie Moore, a 70-year-old Negro woman who lives in south 
Georgia, is one of 867 persons who have been helped by the Geor- 
gia Lighthouse for the Blind since it was founded in March, 1949. 
And, although it is primarily a Lions Club endeavor, hundreds 
of non-Lions give it their support when the annual all-star North- 
South baseball game is played each spring. 


_ The game, which is played by high school stars from all parts 
of the state, will be played at Ponce de Leon Park this Friday 
at 7:45 p. m. 

For baseball fans it will be a chance to look at the state's 
outstanding young players at a time when scouts from the Na- 
tional and American League teams are also looking. 

But those of us who have difficulty telling a first baseman 
from a shortstop will still find the game well worth attending 
because of what it means to people like Lizzie Moore and to 
youngsters under 16 who have received glasses, eye operations, 
artificial eyes and other visual help through the proceeds of the 
game. 


No other agency in the state takes care of people who are too 
old or too young to be considered employable and until the Light- 
house for the Blind was founded oldsters like Lizzie were consid- 
ered lucky to get the old-age pension and keep alive. It was not 
expected that she should be able to find her way around her little 
cabin and continue to do the little chores that are a matter of 
pleasure and pride to her. 


But the Lighthouse paid for Lizzie to have cataracts removed 
and the years that are left to her are busier and happier because 
she can do her own patching and thread her own needles. 

It was, when you think about it, a pretty eloquent letter she 
wrote. And if you go out to see the all-star game Friday night you 
might remember to think of all the children and old people who 
will benefit and remember the blue-lined letter with the loopy old 
handwriting. 

“Lizzie says thank you.”
